Kids as young as four 
commit serious crimes

SHOCKING statistics have revealed that 
children as young as four are commit¬ 
ting serious crimes - including common 
assault and arson endangering life. 

Over the past two years crimes such as 
actual bodily harm, criminal damage and 
burglary have been committed by 
children under the age of nine in Luton 
and Dunstable, according to a Freedom of 
Information Act response from 
Bedfordshire Police. 

The report details two instances of 
children aged four and five from Luton, 
committing arson endangering life, and 
another of a eight-year-old from 
Dunstable committing common assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm. 

Out of a total of 59 crimes committed by 
under-nines across the county, 33 of those 
took place in either Luton or Dunstable. 

In 2011/12 there were five instances of 
criminal damage to buildings and 
dwellings involving children aged six, 
seven and eight, and three cases of thefts 
from shops and stalls involving seven and 


eight-year-olds. In the previous year a 
child of only eight years old is listed as the 
offender for a burglary from a dwelling in 
Dunstable, and there were six cases of 
criminal damage to vehicles committed 
by children aged between five and eight. 

In the same year there were four 
instances of thefts from shops and stalls 
by children aged five, six and eight. 

A spokesman for the Luton Youth 
Offending Service said: “First time 
entrants to youth justice system have 
dropped significantly in recent years and 
continue to do so, and Luton is in line 
with the national average in statistical 
terms. 

“There are local pathways for the police 
and other agencies to refer children under 
the age of criminal responsibility, which is 
ten years old, for intervention where there 
is considered to be a possibility of 
offending.” 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police 
said the force could not make any 
comment on the issue. However they did 
confirm children under the age of ten 
were capable of committing crimes but 
are not legally held to be criminally 
responsible and are not charged in rela¬ 
tion to any of the offences.

THIS LUTON Borough Council CCTV parking 
enforcement car was spotted illegally situated 
on double yellow lines. 

The camera car, which was introduced last 
month to deal with problem parking across the 
borough, was snapped in Upper George Street, 
opposite the Town Hall on Thursday. 

Passer-by David Bradbery, who took the 
picture, said: “It would seem these enforcement 
officers are breaking their own parking 
regulations. I find it disgusting that they are 
dishing out parking fines for that same offence.” 

A council spokesman said: “Although we do not 
discuss internal staffing matters, we can 


confirm that this matter has already been 
investigated and disciplinary procedures have 
been followed. 

“All CCTV vehicle operators are under strict 
instructions to abide by parking restrictions 
when leaving the vehicle.” 

The car was not given a parking ticket and as a 
result there is no fine to pay, but a council 
spokesman said: “As the vehicle was not being 
used for enforcement purposes when it was left 
in this location, it could have been issued with a 
ticket and we would expect the officer 
responsible for driving it at the time to pay the 
ticket.”

‘Dangerous’ criminal jailed for spree 


A ‘DANGEROUS’ criminal is 
now behind bars after a 
40-minute crime spree 
saw him steal jewellery, 
mobiles phones and 
assault a man using a rear 
view mirror. 

Paul Peachey (pictured], 
33, robbed a man and 
woman after blocking 
them off in an alleyway in 
Wheatfield Road, Luton. 

He got away with mobile 
phones, jewellery and a 
bike belonging to the male 
victim at 10.30pm on May 
6 . 

Ten minutes later the 
thief attempted to steal 



another phone from a 
woman on the same road 
but fled empty-handed 


after she ignored his 
demands. Then just after 
11pm, Peachey had made 
his way to The Green in 
Houghton Regis and 
approached a man who 
was sitting in his car and 
demanded the victim 
handed over his mobile 
phone and iPod. 

The victim refused and 
Peachey attacked the 
man using the rearview 
mirror as a weapon. 

The victim defended 
himself during the scuffle 
and police officers arrived 
to arrest Peachey. 

A search was conducted 


and goods from all 
offences were recovered. 

At Luton Crown Court, 
Peachey, of Camford 
Court, High Street, 
Kempston, pleaded guilty 
to two offences of 
robbery, attempted 
robbery and assault with 
attempt to rob and was 
sentenced to three years 
in prison. 

Detective Constable 
Barry Kerr said: “Peachey 
is a dangerous individual 
who used violence and 
the fear of violence to get 
what he wanted from his 
victims.” 


Concern homes plan 
is ‘overly ambitious’

‘ANGER’ is being vented over plans 
to increase a village’s population 
by a fifth. 

Two public exhibition events were 
held on Thursday and Friday display¬ 
ing proposals for Barton-le-Clay 
which include 500 homes, a retail 
centre, middle school, retirement vil¬ 
lage, 200-bedroom country hotel and 
petrol station, among other facilities. 

Leaflets were distributed to resi¬ 
dents two weeks ago, although the 
DLP Consulting Group has 
described the plans as being in ‘the 
very early stages’. 

Central Bedfordshire Cllr Ian 
Shingler, who represents the village, 
said: “Some people are quite angry. 
Not aggressively angry, just angry. 
They thought it is being imposed on 
them, that no consideration is being 
given to how we feel. 

“There is a certain amount of 
hostility to the whole idea. I think 
people are very much against it. 
I’ve had a look at the plans and I 
think it’s overly ambitious.” 

Although no planning applica¬ 
tion has been made, the scheme - 
for the land north of Higham Road 
- propose increasing the number of 
homes in the village from the 


current 2,500 to 3,000. Cllr Shingler 
added: “They’re very optimistic 
with the employment opportuni¬ 
ties for 300 people. Basically it’s an 
awful lot of houses. 

“Area-wise it’s virtually the same 
size as the village itself. 

“I’ve got to reserve judgement on 
it because I’m on the planning 
committee. But I’m not convinced 
it’s useful to Barton-le-Clay at the 
moment.” 

The plans are on the agenda for a 
Barton-le-Clay Parish Council meet¬ 
ing tomorrow at 7.30pm at the Village 


Hall which residents can attend. 
Simon Janes, director of DLP which 
is acting for Luton-based land pro¬ 
moters Chancery Land Options 
Ltd, said: “There isn’t a developer at 
this stage. We’re some years away 
from any planning application. 

“Central Bedfordshire Council 
has to meet a target for housing. 

“We’re being very open with the 
community, hence the public exhi¬ 
bitions. 

“There’ll be more exhibitions and 
we’re planning to set up a website 
so people are aware at every stage.” 


Bid to chop 
number of 
police dogs 

PLANS to reduce the number 
of police dogs and their 
handlers and privatise the 
canine unit could go ahead 
later this year as cops’ bosses 
consider merging more 
sections. 

Following a merger of 
several units at Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire Police 
forces, the number of dogs 
which sniff out drugs, 
firearms and bombs and 
their handlers could be 
reduced in an effort to make 
savings across all three 
forces. 

In recent months it has 
been revealed that the 
Scientific Services, Armed 
Policing and Major Crime 
units have merged in a bid to 
save £3 million each year. 
Now it is feared that farther 
combining the Beds and 
Herts dog unit with Cambs, 
as well as road and firearms 
licensing departments, could 
result in cuts as the three 
counties expand their 
collaboration. 

The proposals are due to be 
considered by the three 
authorities at meetings in the 
next two months. 

A spokesman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: 
“The proposals aim to ensure 
the three forces have a 
collaborated dog unit 
function that continues to 
deliver core functions and 
essential roles such as 
support at incidents of public 
order and helping to track 
and search for suspects, and 
missing people. 

“The proposals also 
recommend the outsourcing 
of our specialist dog capacity 
to an accredited commercial 
provider, similar to the way 
other forces across the 
country provide dog 
capability. 

“No decisions have yet been 
taken so, at this time, it 
would be inappropriate to 
comment any further.”

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Two minutes’ silence to 
be held for murdered PC

POLICE will hold two minutes’ silence 
tomorrow on the fifth anniversary of 
the murder of officer PC Ion Henry. 

PC Henry, 36, was stabbed by Tennyson 
Obih, 29, in Luton town centre on June 
11, 2007, when he also attacked two 
window cleaners. 

At Luton Police Station tomorrow PC 
Henry’s colleagues will hold a private 
period of silence at 7.18am - the time the 
999 call was taken to which PC Henry 
responded before he was killed on that 
fateful day five years ago. 

At the time of the murder, Nigerian- 
born Obih was said to have been suffer¬ 
ing an acute episode of paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia. 

He had armed himself with a large knife 
and having gone to the town centre, was 
about to go on a chilling rampage with it. 

After stabbing early morning window 
cleaner Steven Chamberlain once in the 
back and puncturing his lung, PC Henry, 
a married father of an 11-month-old 
baby girl, answered the 999 call. 

The officer was just minutes into his 
shift when he and colleagues dashed 
from nearby Luton Police Station to 
George Street. 

Moments later as the police officers 
tried to encircle Obih, he targeted PC 
Henry who had tried to get behind him. 

He suddenly moved towards the officer 
who tried to back away only to find his 
exit blocked by a phone box. Obih closed 
in raised his arm and stabbed PC Henry 
in the chest. The officer was rushed to 


hospital but died as a result of his 
injuries. 

Tomorrow, officers will gather at a 
plaque at Luton Police Station in memo¬ 
ry of PC Henry, before those involved in 
the incident itself will make a private visit 
to his grave at The Vale cemetery, where a 
bouquet of flowers will be laid. 

In 2009 Obih, who had previously 
pleaded guilty to the manslaughter of PC 
Henry due to diminished responsibility, 


was convicted of murder by a majority 
verdict at Luton Crown Court. 

He was sentenced to life in prison, and 
told to serve a minimum of 25 years. 

Obih, ofWinsdon Road, Luton, was also 
found guilty of the attempted murder of 
window cleaner Mr Chamberlain, guilty 
of GBH wounding with intent against 
window cleaner David Knight and guilty 
of aggravated burglary at the home of 
Terence Lyons. 


Chief welcomes plan to reward 
trusts for reducing reoffending 


0AP hit after telling men

FINANCIAL rewards could be given to probation trusts for 
reducing reoffending under radical new plans. 

Linda Hennigan, chief executive of Bedfordshire Probation 
Trust which includes Luton and Dunstable, has welcomed 
proposals by the Government which could see payments 
awarded for results. 

She met with Justice Minister Crispin Blunt about a consulta¬ 
tion which could pave the way for tougher community 
sentences. 

The consultation, which ends on June 22, looks at the way 
probation services are organised and includes more rigorous 
community orders for offenders who deserve a serious penalty.

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Elderly man burgled by garden ‘helper’ 


A BURGLAR targeted a 92-year- 
old man while he was gardening 
after jumping over his fence. 

The victim was outside at his 
home in Dunstable Road, Luton, 
at 4pm on May 30, when a man 
leapt into the garden and asked 
if he wanted some help. 

Assuming that a neighbour had 
sent the man to help, he agreed 
and paid him £10. 

The burglar then left the gar¬ 


den having agreed to come back 
the next day to continue the 
work, but was found in the house 
with the man's 87-year-old wife, 
searching the cupboards. 

PC Lucy Arnold said: “This inci¬ 
dent happened during the day 
when lots of people would have 
been out and about and may 
have noticed the man or any 
strange vehicles parked in the 
area.” 


The burglar is described as 
white, in his mid-20s, 5ft 3ins tall 
with a stocky build, dark hair, 
clean shaven and a fresh com¬ 
plexion. 

He was wearing a blue jumper 
or polo shirt, dark trousers and 
training shoes.

A RIOTER who formed part of an 
‘orchestrated attack’ on police 
officers during last summer’s 
riots has been jailed for 18 years. 

Wayne Collins (pictured), of 
Luton, was one of six men who 
took part in last August’s disorder 
in Newtown, Birmingham, when 
shots were fired at police units 
and the force helicopter - with 
some of the bullets only narrowly 
missing officers. 

Collins, 25, was found guilty of 
riot, possessing firearms and 
reckless arson after a five-week 
trial. 

On Thursday, he and his five 
co-conspirators, who are from in 
and around the Birmingham 
area, were given a total of 124 
years behind bars. 

Birmingham Crown Court heard 
how it was a planned, 
co-ordinated event - at a time 
when police resources were 
stretched - with officers lured to a 
pub that had been torched by riot¬ 
ers before coming under attack. 

Officers were lured to The 



Bartons Arms pub - a focal point 
in the community - on the night 
of August 9 last year at a time 
when other areas of Birmingham 
and the West Midlands were 
experiencing pockets of disorder. 

The pub was broken into, ran¬ 
sacked and spirits and petrol 
used to start a fire, while pub fur¬ 
niture was used to barricade the 
High Street. 

CCTV showed Collins’ group 
also attempting to break into 


nearby entertainment venue The 
Drum. The footage shows them 
hammering through glass in an 
attempt to obtain more furniture 
to block the roads. 

A specialist police unit trained 
to deal with disorder, but 
unarmed, were quickly on the 
scene and attempted to disperse 
the crowd - but were confronted 
by Collins’ group who threw mis¬ 
siles and goaded the officers. 

Some of the group then dis¬ 
charged at least 11 shots in the 
direction of the officers. 

The police helicopter was 
deployed to film the disorder and 
support officers on the ground; 
the subsequent footage showed 
the group as it moved across 
Aston and on two occasions indi¬ 
viduals within the group 
appeared to take aim and shoot at 
the helicopter. 

West Midlands Police Assistant 
Chief Constable Gareth Cann 
said: “This could easily have been 
a murder inquiry: officers came 
close to being shot and, in a 
worse case scenario, the helicop¬ 
ter could have been brought 
down.”

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Missing jug has ‘struck a 
chord with many people’

A MUSEUMS boss said she has 
been ‘overwhelmed’ by the 
response from people across the 
country regarding the theft of 
the Wenlok Jug. 

The historic item was stolen 
during a burglary on May 12 
between 11pm and 11.25pm from 
a high security display cabinet at 
Stockwood Discovery Centre, in 
Luton. 

As part of the appeal for the 
return of the artefact, CCTV 
images of the person responsible 
for the theft were shown on BBC 
One Programme Crimewatch last 
week, while Luton South MP 
Gavin Shuker has applied for a 
discussion on the significance of 
the jug in Parliament. 

Museums director Karen 
Perkins (pictured) said: “People 
see the theft of the jug as a per¬ 
sonal attack on them. The Wenlok 
jug is important not only to the 
people of Luton and staff in the 
museum, but our partners 


throughout the UK and support¬ 
ers of our museum. 

“Many Lutonians donated 
money to keep the jug local when 
New York’s Metropolitan Museum 
wanted to buy it, so people are 
very shocked that it has now been 
stolen. 

“We’ve received letters of sup¬ 
port from wellwishers throughout 
the country, and even interna¬ 
tionally. It has been overwhelm¬ 
ing and seems to have struck a 
chord with so many people. 

“We still believe the jug will be 
recovered.” 


One of those that has been moved 
by the theft is James Overton, who 
lives in Cornwall. The 30-year-old 
was so upset by the burglary that 
he has pledged to come to Luton to 
help with the appeal. 

He said “I’m disgusted by this 
crime and will be visiting the town 
to help in any way I can to ensure 
the safe return of the artefact. 

“It’s a national treasure and 
should be returned to its rightful 
home in Luton.”

Fears raised over plans 
to move helicopter base

ONE of the candidates in the 
running for Bedfordshire’s 
police and crime commissioner 
is calling for a police authority to 
Took again’ at plans to close the 
only police helicopter base in 
the county. 

Under the proposed plans by 
National Police Air Service to cre¬ 
ate regional bases across the 
country, the police helicopter 
could travel from Oxford or possi¬ 
bly even further afield - more 
than doubling the current flying 
time to incidents in Luton and 
Dunstable. 

Conservative management con¬ 
sultant Bernard Rix, who 
announced his intention to run 
for the top policing watchdog role 
earlier this year, claims that clos¬ 
ing the current base at RAF 
Henlow next year and moving the 
helicopters outside the county 
would leave residents, particular¬ 



ly in rural areas, at risk of not 
being reached in time during 
emergency situations. 

Mr Rix said: “These plans clearly 
have the potential to affect 
Bedfordshire greatly and so we 
need to make our views clear of 
the impact it will have across the 
region now rather than later. 

“Police authorities are looking 
to collaborate across the country, 
which is perfectly reasonable, but 
effectively areas like Central 
Bedfordshire are going to get the 
short straw 

“The whole proposal needs to 
be looked at again, the informa¬ 
tion isn’t in the public domain as 
much as it needs to be.” 

Currently it takes Bedfordshire 


Police’s Chiltern Air Support Unit 
around six minutes to reach 
Bedford from its current base at 
Ffenlow. However if the service is 
moved further away, the flying time 
just to reach an incident could be 
anywhere up to 20 minutes. 

As the cost of the chopper is 
charged by the minute, despite 
assurances that Bedfordshire 
Police will pay £220,000 less each 
year for the service, the cost of 
travelling to and from incidents 
could be greater. 

Mr Rix said: “Whoever ends up 
as police and crime commission¬ 
er needs to protect Bedfordshire’s 
interests. The area has just one 
helicopter which it is very clear is 
a significant benefit, particularly 
in rural areas where it is just not 
possible for the police to get there 
in time.” 

Luton on Sunday understands 
that more definite decisions 
about where the new regional 
locations are going to be will be 
taken later this month and next.

SIR - We read with concern the 
recent research by pensions com¬ 
pany Just Retirement uncovering 
that an estimated 2.5 million 
retirees are missing out on the ben¬ 
efits they are entitled to claim.

Do not disregard this 
life-saving check-up 


T all started with the clump of 
a letter falling through the 
letter box - and the feel of it 
that no woman wants. 

The Government’s breast can¬ 
cer screening programme kicks in 
once a female reaches 50 and 
raises a dreaded thought that 
someone feels you are vulnera¬ 
ble to cancer. 

It is designed for early detec¬ 
tion, allows rapid treatment 
where needed, promotes higher 
full recovery rates and, of 
course, for many the test will be 
negative. It gives reassurance. 

For my friend, the thickness of 
an envelope already tells her she 
is not receiving the normal 
results response most get. 

What was a cheery Monday 
morning fades fast into a possi¬ 
ble nightmare scenario, an invi¬ 
tation to a second stage exami¬ 
nation at Luton and Dunstable’s 
excellent breast screening unit. 

The accompanying literature 
spells out the procedure about 
as well as it could - only one in 
20 are recalled, seven out of 
eight people who attend at this 
stage do not have cancer. 
However, running through the 
routine it’s hard not to let your 
imagination run away with you. 
Human nature fears the worst. 

Her second appointment is in 
three days time, enough in itself 
to get the tummy churning. We 
later find out the short notice is 
deliberate to keep anxiety to a 
minimum. Just three days of 
‘Have I or haven’t I?’ is enough 
for someone to bear let alone 
further inconclusive results. 


Outside the unit, the world gets 
about its business, inside when 
we arrive are a number of 
women, all gowned having had 
or are preparing for a second 
breast x-ray. The silence, apart 
from the din of David Dickinson 
irritatingly talking about 
antiques on the TV, speaks vol¬ 
umes. Averages are one thing, the 
truth on any single day is anoth¬ 
er. It’s not easy for her to not to 
imagine she will be the one. 

As the hours wore on, people 
went in and out, for tests and 
consultations - and maybe fur¬ 
ther checks. Some vanished into 
what I thought was a coun¬ 
selling room, and then emerged 
tearful, looking at a possible life¬ 
changing experience. The cheer¬ 
iness of others evaporated as 
they realised the wait for results 
would be a longer one. It was 
pointed out that some days the 
good news is widespread, but 
less so on others. Some left with 
a smile that probably betrayed 
anxieties. 

My friend and I are last in, how 
she felt I cannot begin to under¬ 
stand, considering what was 
going on in my head. The doctor 
and his nurse were amazing, 
clinical but soothingly compas¬ 
sionate. We didn’t want to sit, 
just wanted to hear what he had 


to say, for him to spit it out. He 
uttered the words ‘not massively 
concerned’ and the stomach 
knots began to untie. But not out 
of the woods yet, and who wants 
to count their chickens on this. 

It was a small lump in one 
breast, which he felt was a 
benign cyst - a quick injection, a 
third x-ray and her fate could be 
known. He was spot on, a new 
‘picture’ revealed it had disap¬ 
peared. No need for a biopsy, 
another week’s wait, or more 
uncertainty. No cancer. 

The relief was palpable. Tears 
of joy. There was sadness for 
those for whom the afternoon 
had meant something else, and 
enormous gratitude to a caring 
and efficient L&D staff. 

So why am I telling you this? 
Apparently across the country 
some women are choosing to 
ignore this simple, quick, poten¬ 
tially life-saving test. According to 
statistics 95 per cent of ladies who 
are diagnosed with cancer can 
make a full recovery. If you are 50 
you should get a call - if you don’t, 
then ask at your surgery. 

Checks then follow every three 
years. If you are a bloke and still 
with me, and your lady qualifies 
- make sure they take advantage 
of this service. 

You know it makes sense.

in plans for airport

THE two different plans to 
expand Luton Airport will be 
merged into one, it was 
announced this week. 

The owners and operators of the 
airport, who had proposed sepa¬ 
rate ideas to increase passenger 
numbers to up to 18 million a 
year, have decided to combine 
them into a single plan. 

Airport owner London Luton 
Airport Limited (LLAL), and oper¬ 
ator London Luton Airport 
Operations Limited (LLAOL), 
have decided to integrate their 
plans for the airport, which will 
now continue to be managed, 
operated and developed by 
LLAOL through to 2031. 

A planning application will be 
made in the summer. 

LLAL and LLAOL said the com¬ 
bined proposal ‘will ensure the 
main elements from both propos¬ 
als are retained to create plans 
which will enhance access to the 
airport, improve the passenger 
experience, increase capacity and 
produce the best possible value 
for partners and airport users as 
well as generating an anticipated 
4,750 additional jobs’. 

The increase in capacity at the 
airport will take place within the 


existing boundary and use the 
existing runway, and the plan¬ 
ning application will be lodged by 
LLAOL and will be subject to the 
statutory consultation process 
including public consultation by 
the Local Planning Authority. 

Cllr Robin Harris, chairman of 
LLAL which is owned by Luton 
Borough Council on behalf of the 
people of Luton, said: “This is a 
key milestone to our journey but 
there remains much to be done to 
finalise our commercial terms. 

“We are, however, very pleased 
with the progress that LLAL and 
LLAOL have made together. 
There are very significant similar¬ 
ities and synergies between our 
plans and those of the operator. 

“By integrating these, we have 
listened to the feedback of resi¬ 
dents and of partners and have 
arrived at what we feel is the most 
efficient and effective option to 
ensure the continued develop¬ 
ment of the airport while address¬ 


ing environmental concerns. We 
are confident that together we will 
be able to implement a plan which 
brings substantial benefits to the 
regional economy and makes a 
contribution to addressing the lack 
of aviation capacity in London and 
south-east England.” 

Glyn Jones (pictured above left), 
managing director of LLAOL, said: 
“Since 1998 we have invested more 
than £200 million to improve and 
upgrade London Luton Airport, 
which last year was London’s fastest 
growing airport and the fastest 
growing major airport in the UK. 

“We look forward to an ongoing 
relationship with the owner 
which will enable us to build on 
this success. The airport has sig¬ 
nificant potential to deliver even 
more for the local community 
and wider region.” 

Last year the airport produced 
£22.2m of revenue which ‘went 
directly - as it does each year - to 
benefit the town’.

LUTON’S Citizens 
Advice Bureau 
celebrates its 20th 
birthday this year. 

LUISTRACCIA spoke 
to bureau director 
Julia Cornelius who 
has been there for 
19 of those years, 
having started out 
as a volunteer. 

JULIA Cornelius began working 
as a volunteer for Luton Citizens 
Advice Bureau in 1993, just 12 
months after it had first opened. 

Back then, it was based where 
The Hat Factory is now located in 
Bute Street, but it moved to its 
current King Street home in 1994. 

Since then, Julia has worked her 
way up to the position of director 
of the advice agency, which 
employs 25 paid staff and more 
than 40 volunteers who help 
clients deal with more than £12 
million worth of debt every year, 
among other issues. 

She said: “The kinds of queries 
have not changed much over the 


years. The biggest area now, as it 
was then, is debt. 

“It’s a huge part of our work. 
Some people are threatened with 
homelessness, but in 1992 repos¬ 
sessions were much higher than 
they are now, and there are more 
tools to help people. 

“Since we first opened our 
doors in 1992, our staff and 
volunteers have been helping 
people in the town to resolve 
their legal, money and other 
problems by providing free, inde¬ 
pendent and confidential advice, 
and by influencing policymakers 
through our social policy work. 

“Each year we help 20,000 


clients with 30,000 new enquiries. 
Demand for our services is grow¬ 
ing, and, as a charity, we must 
increasingly rely on volunteers 
to deliver advice services. 

“We offer help face-to-face, on 
the telephone, at daily outreach 
sessions in community locations 
in the most deprived wards 
across the borough, through our 
home visiting service and refer¬ 
rals to local partner agencies. 

“Demand for our services is 
growing in the current recession, 
and, as a charity, we increasingly 
rely on the support of volunteers 
to provide vital advice, support 
and advocacy for some of the

“Performance was excellent

The wait is on for fish 
to be replaced in lake

IT could be a further six months 
before fish are put back into the 
lake at Luton Hoo following a 
severe sewage leak in February. 

The Environment Agency is still 
gathering evidence from the lake 
in a bid to prosecute the culprit of 
the contamination, which killed 
more than 1,000 fish. 

In April, Thames Water revealed 
that the leak was caused by a 
blockage in the foul sewer network 
three miles away from the lake. 

Engineers were sent under¬ 
ground in specialist breathing 
equipment to walk through a 
kilometre of network before they 
found where the blockage was 
and could start to clear it. 

Luton Hoo estate manager 
Richard Biffen said: “We expect 


that fish won’t be returned to the 
lake until autumn and winter 
time, when the temperature of 
the water has lowered. 

“At the moment surveys of the 
water are still being carried out as 
part of the Environment Agency 
investigation, and we’re finding 
out what the long-term impact of 
the leak will be.” 


An Environment Agency 
spokesman said: “Our investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing and could still 
take a quite a while. 

“We’ve got to build a case file 
which involves carrying out a lot 
of interviews and continuing to 
monitor the lake to make the oxy¬ 
gen levels in the water are back to 
normal.”

DAVE Newsham admits it is difficult to 
gauge whether or not Team ES Racing 
will be able to continue their early 
season form when the British Touring 
Car Championship resumes at Oulton 
Park today after a six-week break. 

Newsham has made a flying start to 
the season with the Luton-based team, 
taking pole in the opening round at 
Brands Hatch as well as a podium finish. 
He also led at Donington Park and 
scored another podium last time out at 
Thruxton. 

That has put the former Renault Clio 
Cup champion seventh in the overall 
drivers’ standings, but a restricted 
budget has meant the team have been 
unable to test their ageing Vauxhall 
Vectra during the break - unlike many 
of their rivals. 

But despite being unsure of how ES

He said: “They might have moved the 
game on a little but we know the Vectra 
remans quick and I have the confidence 
in the car to push it to its limits, so we 
were not going to go any quicker with 
testing anyway. 

“I think we will qualify well, but I want 
strong points finishes in all three races 
for a change. I’ve enjoyed finishing on 
the podium so let’s see if we can get up 
there again. 

“If we are to get a win this year it 
needs to be soon as the others are still 
developing their cars, whereas there is 
nothing left in the Vectra. 

“My gut feeling is that we will be just 
as competitive as we were before the 
break.

KEITH Keane said that he 
‘agonised’ over the decision 
to leave Luton Town, but 
that it was ‘time to move 
on’. 

This week it was 
announced that the 
25-year-old had signed a 
two-year deal with League 
One club Preston North 
End. 

The Luton-born midfielder 
was the Hatters’ longest-serv¬ 
ing player having clocked up 
285 appearances at Kenil¬ 
worth Road after rising 
through the youth develop¬ 
ment programme and mak¬ 
ing his debut when he was 16. 

Keane’s contract expired at 
the end of this season but 
the former Republic of 
Ireland Under-21 interna¬ 
tional opted to call time on 
his career with the Hatters, 
rejecting a new deal offered 
by Luton Town boss Paul 
Buckle. 


Keane said: “It was time 
for me to move on. 

“It was obviously a very 
difficult decision and is one 
that I agonised over, but I 
was given a chance I could¬ 
n’t turn down. 

“I wanted to stay with 
Luton to get them out of the 
Conference, and to be hon¬ 
est it upsets me that I won’t 
be a part of it when it does 
happen, but there was noth¬ 
ing more that Paul Buckle or 
anyone else could have 
done to convince me to stay. 

“I needed to prove to 
myself, and to others, that I 
was capable of playing in 
that league again. 

“It’s going to be a chal¬ 
lenge, but I’m looking for¬ 
ward to joining Preston and 
playing football there.” 

The midfielder said that 
he had been overwhelmed 
by the messages of support 
and good wishes that he 
had received from fans 
since the news of his depar¬ 
ture broke. 

“I’ve had so many mes¬ 
sages. I think you expect to 


get some nasty messages on 
Twitter, but I can honestly 
say that I haven’t had any. 

“There are plenty of fan¬ 
tastic memories I’m going 
to take with me; winning 
League One, winning the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy 
and scoring the goal against 
Oxford are all among them. 

“Luton is a very special 
club that has provided me 
with an opportunity to have 
a career in football, and I’ll 
be back to watch the boys 
when I can and will be keep¬ 
ing an eye on their results 
when I can’t.” 

Looking ahead, Keane 
thinks that the Hatters have 
a bright future under new 
manager Buckle. 

“I believe 100 per cent that 
Paul is the right man for the 
job,” he said. 

“He has the right vision 
and ideas to take the club 
where it needs to be and if 
he’s given the power to do 
what he wants to do, I think 
that Luton have a great 
chance of winning the 
league next season.”

He said: “We were at a bit of a 
disadvantage being in the 
play-offs as the clubs around 
us had more time to start mak¬ 
ing their own negotiations. 

“But I’m happy with where 
we are now. We’re back where 
we need to be and things are 
moving in the right direction. 

“I’m reluctant to name any 
names but there are negotia¬ 


tions that are ongoing. This is 
something that I’m not going 
to rush, because bringing the 
right players in will be critical 
to how we do next season. 

“It’s something I’ve spoken 
to Gary Sweet about and he’s 
happy for me to do it this 
way.” 

The Hatters boss added that 
he was disappointed to have 
lost midfielder Keith Keane, 
to Preston. 

He said: “I wish Keith good 
luck for the future, and I hon¬ 
estly mean that. 

“He’s given me everything 
since I’ve come in and done 
everything that I’ve asked of 
him, which is why we were so 
keen to keep him. 

“Me and Keith had a long 
chat, but we were never 
going to be able to offer the 
kind of deal that a League 
One side like Preston 
could. We’ve now got to look 
forward to try and get the 
right people in.”
